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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented 
in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside 
fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first 
obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Except 
for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between  9:00  A.  M. 
and  5:00  P.  M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn 
or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work 
by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  De- 
partment of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest 
Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics 
show  the  need  with  IV-k  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking, 
debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  im- 
portant prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from 
the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the 
hazairds  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget 
that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential 
forest  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To:  Citizens  of  the  Grantham  School  District 

EDUCATION  FOR  A  CHANGING  WORLD 

The  present  school  year  may  well  be  remembered  as  a 
year  of  dramiatic  and  disillusioning  change  for  America. 
Governmental  intrigue,  uncontrolled  inflation,  and  the 
energy  crisis  have  combined  to  present  us  with  a  frustralting 
and,  often,  frightening  picture  of  the  future.  Why  do  we 
have  these  problems?    Where  will  it  all  end? 

The  answers  to  these  questions  are  elusive.  One  may 
be  sure  that  neither  a  single  cause  nor  a  single,  simple 
solution  can  be  found  regarding  our  problems.  One  single, 
simple  thought  does  come  to  mind:  many  of  the  things  that 
we  have  taken  for  granted  for  many  years  may  no  longer 
be  available  to  us.  Large  quantities  of.  inexpensive  energy 
may  well  exist  only  in  memory  un/til  new  energy  sources 
are  developed.  With  these  energy  problems  come  other 
related  problems:  a  rising  cost  of  food,  clothing,  housing;  a 
rising  cost  of  public  services;  a  less  mobile  society;  and  a 
changing  world. 

To  meet  the  challenge  of  a  cihanging  world,  our  schools 
musit  carefully  scrutinize  what  we  do,  how  we  do  it,  when 
we  do  it,  where  we  do  it,  and  why  we  do  it.  This  will  be  a 
difficult  task  because  we  will  be  forced  to  scrutinize  many 
of  the  traditions  which  have  been  a  part  of  the  American 
way  of  life  since  World  War  I.  Difficult  and  disturbing 
questions  must  be  asked  regarding  the  How,  Why  and  When 
of  education.  Questions  like:  Should  school  be  all  year 
long?  Should  we  close  in  the  cold  months?  Should  we 
emphasize  preparation  for  college  when  jobs  for  college 
graduates  are  scarce?  Should  we  emphasize  vocational  pro- 
grams? What  kinds  of  extra-curricular  activities  can  pro- 
mote satisfying  leisure  time  experiences?  How  can  students 
learn  to  play  an  active  adult  role  in  government?  How  can 
we  learn  to  live  with  change? 
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Many  questions  face  us.  The  answers  to  these  questions 
will  shape  the  future  of  education  and  our  nation. 

INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

•  This  year  has  been  the  first  time  that  the  Grantham 
Village  School  has  had  three  full-time  teachers.  Although 
we  all  realize  that  the  use  of  the  basement  area  as  a  class- 
room is  less  than  desirable,  the  opportunity  for  the  children 
to  profit  from  small  classes  and  more  individual  attention 
has  been  felt  to  be  worth  the  additional  cost  and  inoon- 
venienas  of  uisdng  the  bajsemenit  area.  Thi)S  year  the 
children  have  again  profited  from  the  work  of  Mrs.  Diane 
Rochford  who  is  working  with  children  with  reading  prob- 
lems. 

This  year's  federally  funded  Title  I  Program  has  provid- 
ed the  children  of  Grantham  with  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Kathy  Nicliolls  who  works  with  the  children  in  the  areas 
of  both  speech  therapy  and  learning  disabilities. 

We  hope  that  in  the  upcoming  year  we  will  be  able  to 
improve  the  quantity  and  quality  of  books  and  learning 
materials  available  to  Grantham  children  and  develop  bet- 
ter learning  programs.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  listen  to 
citizens  of  Grantham  who  have  attended  school  board  meet- 
ings urging  improvement  in  the  educational  program.  We 
may  not  always  agree  on  how  that  improvement  should  be 
implemented,  however,  we  share  the  common  goal  of  more 
opportunities  and  better  education  for  Grantham  children. 

WARRANT  ARTICLES 

This  year  the  officers  of  the  Grantham  School  Board 
will  be  elected  at  Town  Meeting.  A  Special  Warrant  has 
been  issued  for  that  purpose. 

Article  III  of  the  Warrant  requeste  the  Grantham 
School  District  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,943.80  for  the  establishment  of  a  capital  reserve  fund  for 
the  financing  of  all  or  part  of  the  cost  of  the  consitruction 
and  furnishing  of  a  new  school.  The  authority  to  raise 
these  funds  is  granted  by  RSA  35:1.  The  limitation  on 
appropriation  is  established  by  RSA  35:8  at  one-half  of  one 
percent  of  the  lasit  assessed  evaluation  of  the  Town  of 
Grantham  which  was  $2,588,760.00. 
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Article  IV  requests  the  District  to  vote  as  authorized 
by  R'S'A  35:105  to  allow  the  School  District  to  purchase  in- 
surance to  cover  the  liability  of  District  employees,  school 
board,  and  officers  in  the  event  of  suit  resulting  from  ac- 
cidental injury  to  a  person  or  accidental  damage  to  property 
while  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office. 
This  insurance  is  extremely  important  because  it  provides 
protection  for  employees  and  officers  of  the  School  District 
who  could  suffer  personal  loss  because  of  suit  resulting 
from  the  fulfillment  of  their  obligations  to  the  District. 

CONCIiUSION 

I  would  like  to  extend  both  my  personal  thanks  and  the 
thanks  of  the  children  of  Grantham  to  Mrs.  Shirley  Benoit 
and  to  Mr.  Warren  Benoit  for  their  years  of  service  to  the 
Grantham  School  District.  They  will  be  sincerely  missed. 
I  would  also  like  to  thank  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Hubbard 
for  their  support  for  improving  education  in  the  Grantham 
school.
